Responding to your letter of December llth, I an herewith 
submitting to you the various steps attendant on our last transaction 
with the late Mr. Powe} 


Be (a) Carbon copy of our letter of the 25th of September, 

to Mr. Powell, notifying him of a forthcoming sale of Napoleonic material. 
(b) Either the following day or the day after, we received 

a telephone call from him at which time he stated that he would be willing 

to pay for material from this sale, amounting to the value of $200,00. 

Also, he wished us to bid on two lots of decorations in addition to the 

material covered by the above mentioned sum of 5200.00, We do not know 

whether these additional decorations were intended for himself or for 'the 

Society. I am inclined to think that he had at home a small collection of 

decorations to which he intended to add those for which he asked us to bid. 


(bd) On the day following his telephone message we sent him our 
letter of September 26th, showing the bids we were making on various items. 
This letter he returned to us after raising two of the bids and placing his 
O. K'd initials at the bottom. ) 


(c) Carbon copy of our letter of September 30th, to Otto Helb ing 
of ores bidding on certain pieces, as indicated, 


(da) Original letter from Otto Helbing, of ODetober l€th, 
stating that he is sending us, in two packages, our successful bids. 


(e) Carbon copy of our letter of November 14th, enclosing 
checque of RM. 1,226, to Otto Helbing.

(ft) Original receipted bill from Otto Selbing for the sum 
of RM. 1228. which,converted inwAmerican money, amounts to the sua of 
$292.16. On this bill I have indicated those bids which Mr. Powell 
said should be covered by the $200.00 mentioned above, but our. bids only. 
reached RM. 437 = approximately $100.00. The last two items are the bids 
for the decorations which he wished especially to have, ae the cost is 
about 3192.00. 


As you note, we are sending you the pratense and office copies 
of the mioke transaction, and we should, therefore, be very much obliged 
to you for the return of this correspondence for our files, when you have 
finished with it. 


if this letter does not fulfill all the requirements, please let 
us know and we shall try to mect anything further.
